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ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTION 


July  ice  cream  production  in  the  United  States  was  estimated  at  77 , 015, 000 
gallons  j the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  was  4 percent  more  than  a year  ago 
and  7 percent  above  the  1953-57  July  average.  Output  this  July  almost  equalled  that 
of  the  second  largest  month  on  record  in  July  1957 , but  was  considerably  less  than 
the  July  1 946  peal'. 

From  June  to  July  the  seasonal  advance  was  5 percent , compared  with  a gain  of 
9 percent  last  year  and  the  5-year  average  increase  of  7 percent.  July  temperatures 
averaged  below  normal  in  most  of  the  Central  States  in  an  area  extending  from 
Western  Michigan  to  eastern  South  Dakota  in  the  North  to  Western  Texas  and  Mississip- 
pi in  the  South.  Cooler  weather  prevailed  also  in  the  South  Atlantic  States. 
Temperatures  were  above  normal  generally  in  the  other  parts  of  the  country. 

During  the  first  seven  months  of  1959,  ice  cream  production  x^as  up  6 percent 
from  the  same  period  last  year  and  11  percent  from  the  5-year  average  January  - July 
total. 

The  milk-fat  content  of  ice  cream  made  in  July  this  year  averaged  11.2  percent 
for  the  country  as  a whole,  compared  with  11,4  percent  in  January  1959. 

Compared  with  July  1958,  production  of  ice  cream  increased  in  all  regions  of  the 
country  except  the  North  Atlantic  and  the  West  North  Central,  where  it  held  steady. 
Gains  of  3 percent  both  in  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  offset  sharper  decreases  in 
Massachusetts  and  Connecticut.  Output  increased  3 percent  in  the  East  North  Central 
Region,  where  gains  were  shown  in  all  states  except  Illinois  and  Indiana.  An  in- 
crease of  6 percent  occurred  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region,  where  most  states  showed 
gains.  Production  increased  8 percent  in  the  South  Central  States  and  12  percent  in 
the  Mountain.  Output  rose  11  percent  in  the  Pacific  States,  due  to  a lo-percent 
increase  in  California. 

Compared  with  the  1953-57  average  for  the  month,  July  production  was  higher  in 
all  regions  except  the  West  North  Central,  where  it  was  10  percent  lower.  The  gains 
varied  from  5 percent  in  both  the  North  Atlantic  and  South  Central  States  to  20  per- 
cent in  the  Pacific.  Output  was  up  7 percent  in  the  East  North  Central  Region,  15 
percent  in  the  South  Atlantic,  and  13  percent  in  the  Mountain  States.  Production  in 
the  three  leading  states  was  up  3 percent  in  Pennsylvania,  7 percent  in  New  York,  and 
23  percent  in  California.

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ICE  MILK  PRODUCTION 
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Ice  milk  production  in  Julj7-,  estimated  at  l5,ia5,COO  gallons,  was  up  3 percent 
from  July  last  year  and  2 6 percent  from  the  1953-57  average  for  the  month*  During 
the  first  seven  months  of  1959,  production  w as  3 percent  more  than  in  the  same  period 
a year  earlier  and  was  25  percent  larger  than  the  5-year  average  for  the  period. 

Compared  with  July  1958,  small  or  moderate  increases  in  ice  milk  production  were 
shown  in  all  regions  of  the  country  except  the  West  North  Central,-  where  output  was 
unchanged. 

The  increase  from  June  this  year  was  12  percent,  compared  with  a seasonal  gain 
of  11  percent  at  this  time  last  year  and  an  average  increase  of  10  percent  in  the 
1953-57  period.  Output  gained  seasonally  in  all  regions.  Increases  varied  from 
small  advances  in  the  West  North  Central  and  the  South  Central  Regions  to  a sharp 
upturn  in  the  North  Atlantic.

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 

Sherbet  production  in  July  was  estimated  at  5,750,000  gallons.  This  was  2 per- 
cent more  than  in  July  1958  and  5 percent  greater  than  the  1953-57  average  for  the 
month.  July  production  increased  9 percent  from  June.  The  seasonal  gain  between 
these  months  was  15  percent  last  year  and  averaged  10  percent  in  the  5 -year  period.

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Production  of  Mcllorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils  other 
than  milk-fat  was  estimated  at  k, 785,000  gallons,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports. 
This  was  1 percent  less  than  in  July  1958,  but  was  28  percent  greater  than  the  1953- 
57  average  for  the  month. 

Compared  with  July  1958,  production  was  unchanged  in  Oklahoma,  while  it  de- 
creased moderately  in  Illinois,  Louisiana,  Oregon,  and  Montana.  Output  was  larger 
in  all  the  other  important  Mellorine -producing  states.  Increases  were  sharp  in 
Missouri,  Arkansas , Alabama,  and  South  Carolina. 

Mellorine  production  declined  slightly  from  June  to  July  this  year.  Output 
gained  10  percent  between  these  months  last  year,  while  it  advanced  6 percent 
seasonably  on  the  average  during  the  period  1953-57.  Production  declined  moderately 
in  Texas,  Oklahoma,  Missouri,  and  Oregon,  while  it  dropped  sharpy  in  South  Carolina. 
Increases  in  all  the  remaining  important  producing  states  varied  from  a small  ad- 
vance in  Illinois  to  a sharp  gain  in  Louisiana.

WATER  ICE  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  water  ices  in  July  was  estimated  at  5,480,000  gallons.  This  was 
7 percent  more  than  in  July  last  year  and  11  percent  larger  than  the  1953-57  average 
for  the  month.  Total  output  in  the  first  seven  months  this  year  was  In  percent 
above  the  5-year  average  for  this  period. 

Water  ice  production  declined  1 percent  from  June  this  year.  The  average 
seasonal  decrease  in  the  1953-57  period  was  2 percent.  Production  gained  from  June 
to  July  this  year"  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region  and  the  West,  while  it  held  steady  in 
the  East  North  Central.  Seasonal  declines  occurred  in  the  remaining  regions.
